My Oxford dictionary defines “neurot- 
ic” as “subject to abnormal anxieties or 
obsessive behavior”. If one accepts the 
definition as accurate ... as _ the 
‘ Supershoot winds down ... with a force 
seven gale blowing, complete switches 
with no warning, and the rangemaster 
solemnly intoning “30 seconds” ... and 
you’ve still got three record rounds in your 
cartridge block . . .and what have we here 
... a headwind ... whoops, now a tail- 
wind ... go ahead ... tell me you don’t 
have “abnormal anxieties”. Or ... you 
haven’t made the top twenty for the last 
three years, yet here you are, back again 
for another try. Could that be. . . “obses- 
sive bahavior”’? Well, at least Beverly 
loves us... 

As usual, the Editor has had just about 
no time for any (intelligent) preparation for 
Supershoot. (This is generally known as 
establishing your alibi early on). 

We just had finished up the .222 Re- 
venge heavy varmint rifle that we plan to 
bring to Supershoot. The .222 Revenge, 
an improved .222, was written up in the 
June 1986 editorial, for those who don’t 
recall the name. We had lying about a flat 
bottom, steel Williams Benchmaster ac- 
tion, with a .222 bolt face, left hand port, 
right hand bolt. We took it down to Jimmy 
Greenawalt, told him to put on a new bar- 
rel (chambered for the Revenge), and to 
set it up in an H-S Precision stock, the so- 
called Baggett-pattern stock. Yours truly 
has never been able to shoot “free recoil” 
worth a darn. My overall favorite stock is 
the unlimited class stock, Allan Hall pat- 
tern, as made by Lee Six. It also has a 
thumb-rest on the right hand side, and 
when set up as a twenty pound PPC or 
.222 ... the recoil is almost non-existant. 
Well, in a varmint class rifle, The Baggett 
pattern stock has a similar thumbrest, 
and | find it the most comfortable of all 
stocks for me to shoot. 

Unfortunately it is not exactly available 
from H-S Precision set up for a flat bottom 
Williams Benchmaster. Indeed the stock | 
gave Jim Greenawalt was set up for a 40X 
action. Needless to say, this caused a lot 
of moaning and groaning in Yonkers, New 
York. And cursing and swearing. And a 
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couple of angry phone calls. Still, a month 
later, all the abuse was worthit. . . Jimde- 
livered a beautiful completed heavy var- 
mint rifle that looked as though the action 
was made just for that stock. 

While he was at it | had him make up a 
light varmint rifle in .222 Revenge as well, 
this one set up on a Ross Sherman Supe- 
rior action. The Superior action is cylindri- 
cal, about the size of the 40x action, and 
hence | missed the fun of hearing the 
usual “gunsmith’s recitation of injustices 
done to him today” on this order. A pity, 
really ... it sort of made me feel that 
somehow | was not getting proper atten- 
tion. 

Since | was going to Yonkers anyway, | 
dragged along a ten and a half pound rifle 
that had been a disappointment to me 
over the five year period that I’ve owned 
it. ’ ve had three different barrels on the lit- 
tle stinker, and they all shot the same... 
just fair. The gun would agg about a .275 
in good conditions . . . and we are mutual- 
ly aware that such an agg today probably 
won't get you into the top fifty percent of 
the field. The gun was built around a well 
known custom action; | had purchased 
the gun as a used rifle back in 1981. | told 
Jim my difficulties with it, and asked him 
to see what he could figure out. 

Jim placed the gun on his workbench, 
with the forend resting on the bench, and 
those parts of the rifle from the front of the 
trigger guard backwards were off the 
bench. Holding the stock in his left hand 
for suport. . . he placed his right hand on 
the muzzle of the gun barrel, and applied a 
good amount of downward pressure. 
Surprise, surprise . . . the rear tang of the 
action came up out of the stock a half inch 
or so. Jim made the statement. . . “I don’t 
know if it was ever glued in properly ... 
but it sure isn’t glued in properly now”. 
Needless to say, when | left his shop, the 
gun was left there, for a re-glue. 

If |had to identify “a trend” in the match 
rifles of the present day . . . | have noted, 
over the past year. . . that many of our top 
level shooters are going to the heaviest 
action possible. . . actions that frequently 
never designed for the weight class that 
the shooter is trying to make. . . they then 


drive their gunsmith nuts to “make 
weight” . . .by any means, fair or foul, orin 
between. To take just one action as a ‘fer 
instance . . . the Polar action is produced 
by George Kelbly for the unlimited class, 
the Teddy action for the heavy varmint 
class, and the Panda action for the ten 
and a half pound class. A number of 
shooters have moved heaven and earth 
to make the 13% pound limit with a Polar 
action. | would suspect that a few gun- 
smiths afterwards had more grey hairs 
than when they started ... but what the 
heck. 

In the 1973 or soera... the trend was 
to get as heavy a barrel as possible onto 
the rifle, and the actions were simply 40Xs 
or XP-100s. A few quite successful shoot- 
ers still do things this way ... Lester 
Bruno is one name to come to mind. But 
more and more today | am hearing “action 
stiffness ... increased bedding surface” 
as being elements very important to top 
level shooters. A year or so ago, in an edi- 
torial, | wrote that | was concerned about 
any rifle that | could pick up, slap the bot- 
tom of the forend, and hear it contact the 
barrel. It was Ed Goff who first called my 
attention to this, and some of my friends, 
in a moment of whimsy, hung the name 
“The Goff Slap” on the test (not to be con- 
fused with the better known Heimlich ma- 
neuver). A few shooters have since point- 
ed out to me that the longer actions (such 
as the Teddy or Polar) with their greater ri- 
gidity and bedding surface ... will not 
allow the stock to hit the barrel in this sim- 
ple test. 

In the efforts to make weight, more and 
more barrels are being fluted. Yesterday | 
spoke to two well-known benchrest gun- 
smiths by phone, and in each instance the 
talk got around to the subject of fluting 
barrels. One gunsmith thought it was the 
greatest thing since sliced bread. The 
other gunsmiths told me that he'd had 
three barrels fluted, and none of them 
shot worth a darn thereafter. He insisted 
that any barrel that was fluted HAD to be 
re-lapped, and (as is usual in lapping), an 
inch or so cut off the ends of the barrel 
thereafter. An interesting little controver- 
sy, certainly. 


GUNSMITH INQUIRY 


February 21, 1987 

To: A fair number of accuracy gunsmiths 
Re: A couple of assorted questions 

Dear long-suffering friends, 


Experience has shown that | do not get much of a reply if | send out a question-and-answer inquiry during the 
match season. . .so! had better grab you guys while you're sitting around doing nothing. As always, your help 
is appreciated, and enables us to get good solid information in front of our readers on that most fascinating of 
subjects .. . extreme rifle accuracy. 


QUESTION#1.) A customer comes into your shop, wearing a generally forlorn look, and carrying a heavy var- 
mint rifle in a somewhat dejected fashion. Listening to him you learn that he is anew benchrest shooter, and has 
just purchased the rifle used for the sum of $750. The rifle has a well known maker custom action, a barrel from 
one of our top barrel-makers, purportedly with 500 rounds through it at the time of purchase, and is glued intoa 
fiberglass stock. The complaint is that the gun “won’t shoot”. The customer takes his scope off, and leaves you 
the gun together with a box of his reloads. A week later, when the opportunity presents itself, you mount a 
scope that you know is a good one, go out to your local range, and fire three groups with the gun. . . all three 
average about a halfinch. . . this with a 6PPC, by the way. Now... . the basic question . . .how are you going to 
troubleshoot this gun to figure out why the little stinker is not shooting acceptably? From your experience in 
such matters, you can probably recall several such cases in real life, where you were called on with a similar 
problem to what I just described. | personally can recall giving a rifle to Clay Spencer a year ago that wouldn't 
shoot for love or money. It started shooting well as soon as Clay returnedit tome. . . the trigger had been hitting 
the stock, and the barrel was touching the stock in another place. Fine . . . what sort of things have you been 
finding in similar cases? 


QUESTION #2.) A bunch of Texas shooters have written to me, and asked me to use this one in a question- 
and-answer inquiry that was directed to gunsmiths and/or barrelmakers. From your personal view and experi- 
ences. . .whatis your general opinion on the rechambering of benchrest barrels? Is it worth the hundred dollars 
orso...orin most cases is the shooter better off putting the hundred bucks toward a new barrel? | do realize 
that every case is different ... but what are your general thoughts on the subject? 


QUESTION #3.) A gunsmith for whom | have a lot of respect recently told me his opinion that the fiberglass 
stocks . . .in which we have so much confidence that once we have the action glued in, we just presume that no 
problems will ever, ever arise in this area . . . just may not be as problem-free as we THINK they are. Got any 
opinions on that one? 


Okay gang. . .|’ve tossed out three questions. Take one, two, or heck, take all three if you really want to... .and 
let me have your distinguished thoughts, please.

Hello Dave, 

It’s been a while since | dropped you a 
line. On the subject of the heavy varmint 
rifle that won’t shoot, there are several 
areas to check. 

| start off by checking the bolt handle. 
I’ve had three rifles in my shop to rebarrel 
in the past two months with the bolt han- 
dle hitting the stock. Sit down and take a 
deep breath; here goes the beautiful paint 
job. 

On aglue-in, | install an aluminum block 
in the stock for the rear trigger guard 
screw. Most rifles use the rear tang screw 
hole in the action to hold the trigger guard 
on. This is fine but screws have a way of 
becoming too tight and this puts stress on 
the action. 

Another problem I’ve noticed several 
times is the forward screw in the front 
base bottomed out on the barrel threads. 
This can happen on just about any action 
1.350 or smaller in diameter. It will just 
about always happen on an action that 
has been bored and the threads re-cut. 
Just had a Remington action in my shop 
this week with the front screw about .020 
into the barrel threads. 

Seems as though the trend is to get the 
bolt as close to the barrel as possible. | 
like to have from .004 to .005 clearance 
between the bolt and the barrel. 

It's possible to get bristles off the 
brush, powder, or other foreign material 
between the bolt and barrel causing the 
bolt not to close. | know we benchrest 
shooters take pride in keeping our rifles 
clean but if this should happen it would 
probably ruin your weekend shoot. I’ve 
had several rifles come into the shop with 
the bolt nose hitting the barrel. This defi- 
nitely does nothing for accuracy. 

| have worked on two actions with the 
PPC bolt-face that were too small. The 
bolt face measured from .442 to .443 in di- 
ameter. The PPC brass will mike from 
.441 to as high as .4435 in some lots. The 
PPC bolt face should be from .450 to .453 
in diameter. When | rework a Remington 
bolt-face and install a Sako extractor | 
make the bolt face around .453. Have wit- 
nessed a couple of rifles at matches with 
this problem. They always seemed to be 
losing a shot for no apparent reason. 
After the bolt-face on one of these rifles 
was opened up, it immediately became a 
very hot shooting rifle. 

| had an action in my shop about a 
month ago that had a problem | had trou- 
ble locating. Just before the bolt handle 
bottomed on the action it became very 
tight. After about 30 minutes | realized 
what was wrong. This particular bolt 
body had left-hand threads for the firing- 
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pin assembly. As you closed the bolt the 
bolt shroud got closer to the action. The 
bolt shroud was hitting the back of the ac- 
tion putting the bolt in a bind. 

I’ve also found the front guard screw on 
a bolt-in rifle too long and hitting the bolt 
lug when the bolt is in the closed posi- 
tion. 

Other problem areas are the trigger hit- 
ting the stock, trigger hitting the trigger 
guard, the crown on barrel ruined with a 
cleaning rod, loose mounts, and bore 
cleaner deteriorating the bedding causing 
the action to be partially glued in. |remem- 
ber one rifle that seemed to have plenty of 
barrel clearance but when the rifle was set 
on the sand bags the forearm flexed 
enough to allow the barrel to come in con- 
tact with the stock. 

| saved the best for last. I’ve had two ri- 
fles brought to my shop over the past five 
years where the barrel was loose in the 
action. (1 mean loose, not even hand 
tight.) You should have seen the fantastic 
groups from these two rifles, not to men- 
tion the look on the owner’s face. 

The question you asked about the re- 
chambering of benchrest barrels is a 
tough one. I’ve rechambered several bar- 


rels that had around 2500 rounds through 
them and usually they shoot very good for 
another 1,000 rounds. You also have to 
take into consideration how the barrels 
were cleaned and taken care of. | hate to 
see a shooter pay to rechamber a barrel 
with 3,000 rounds through it. | just believe 
they would be better off to invest in a new 
barrel. Sometimes a barrel can be 
brought back to life with a new crown, es- 
pecially if a shooter isn’t careful with the 
cleaning rod. 

After talking to some of the top shoot- 
ers about barrel life, it seems to be the 
general consensus that the peak accura- 
cy starts to fall off after 1,500 to 2,000 
rounds. 

The fiberglass stocks are not as good 
as | once thought they were. The first time 
or two | detected a problem | just blamed it 
on myself. Now I’ve changed my mind. 
I’ve definitely had a stock or two move on 
me between the time | bedded the stock 
and Rodney finished the paint job. | have 
also had the bedding area shift on a high 
grade hunting rifle this year. 

In closing, I'd like to wish you all a very 
enjoyable shooting season.

Question #1 - Customer brings a gun 
into shop - it won’t shoot - what to do? 
First, we ask if the rifle ever shot well? If it 
originally shot well and suddenly quit 
shooting, the problem is 90% of the time 
is due to barrel damage. Being a rifle bar- 
rel manufacturer, we have excellent opti- 
cal inspection equipment and measuring 
equipment so we can easily check out the 
barrel. Problems we have found in barrels 
that make it quit shooting are: nicks and 
scratches in barrel, damaged crowns and 
throat worn crooked. All these faults are 
cleaning rod related. Another problem we 
have been finding the past few years is 
etching and/or pitting in barrels. What is 
causing it | have not been able to find out. 
The other 10% is spread among scopes, 
stock bedding and action/trigger prob- 
lems. 

If the rifle never shot well in the first 
place, we have found the problems to be 
about equally divided among barrel, bed- 
ding problems, action problems, scope 
problems, and bullet/load problems. 

Shooters seem to naturally first blame 
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the barrel, but we have found that itis just 
as often something other than the bar- 
rel. 

Question #2 - Is it worthwhile to re- 
chamber a bench rest barrel? The answer 
is either yes or no depending on circum- 
stances. 

If the barrel has had more than two- 
thousand rounds through it, then | believe 
itis not going to bring the barrel back toits 
original accuracy by re-chambering it. 
And, if it does bring it back, it will last fora 
relatively short time. The best barrel ever 
made will lose its fine edge within two- 
thousand rounds. The cause of this accu- 
racy loss is not from throat or barrel wear, 
but from the roughness on the surface of 
the barrel directly ahead of the chamber, 
which is generated by the hot powder 
gases. Ina barrel that has been shot two- 
thousand rounds or more, this roughness 
will extend 3 to 4 inches ahead of the 
chamber. The roughness is worst directly 
ahead of the chamber and diminishes as 
you go forward. So, you can see that cut- 
ting off about an inch and re-chambering 
isn’t going to do much good. 

The only time | think it is worthwhile to 
re-chamber is when some damage has 
occurred to the chamber or throat. Then 
the re-chambering can return the barrel to 
its original accuracy level. 

Question #3 - Are fiberglass stock as 
trouble-free as we think they are? No, 
they are not, but they are the best materi- 
al | know of for gun stocks. Not perfect, 
but close to it. 

One problem with fiberglass stocks is 
“post cure”. The fiberglass stock manu- 
facturers | am familiar with “cure” the 
stocks in an oven for a certain period of 
time at a certain temperature. The exact 
time and temperature depends on the 
particular resins used. This information is 
available from the chemical companies 
who produce the resin. As the resin hard- 
ens it also shrinks. This cooking in an 
oven that the stock manufacturers do is 
to insure that the resins are done shrink- 
ing. For all practical purposes, the stock 
when you receive it is done shrinking. If 
you want to get real “picky”, the stock will 
continue to shrink for a period of a year or 
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more. This is the “post cure”. The amount 
of shrinkage caused by “post cure” is very 
small in relation to the total shrink; proba- 
bly less than 1%, and | don’t think that is 
enough to cause problems. 

The place where you can get into trou- 
ble with resin shrinkage is with the resins 
used in the receiver area of the stock for 
bedding and gluing in. | don’t know of any- 
one who cures their stock in an oven after 
bedding, so these resins cure by chemical 
process which has a higher percentage of 
“post cure”. 

We discovered this problem many 
years ago when we first tried “pillar bed- 
ding” in wooden stocks. We pillar bedded 
Warren Page's HV rifle. A year later we 
had to add bedding material over all three 
pillars because of shrinkage. And another 
year after that we found the same prob- 
lem again, and again had to add bedding 
material. Since that time we have been 
putting in aluminum pillars with a thin 
layer of bedding compound over them. 
That ended the problem. If you are aware 
of this shrinkage problem, you can do 
things to minimize problems. One of the 
most important is to put in uniform layers 
of bedding material. Then at least it will all 
shrink the same. If the bedding material 
under the receiver is thicker in one area 
than another, the thicker area will shrink 
more than the thinner area and after a per- 
iod of time your bedding won't be as per- 
fect as it originally was. If the receiver is 
“glued in” it will bend due to uneven 
shrinkage and an accuracy decrease will 
result. This applies to bedding com- 
pounds used in both glass and wooden 
stocks. 

If you have a rifle that has been “glued 
in” for a couple of years or more and it 
does not shoot as good as it used to - take 
it out of the stock and re-glue it. Fact is, 
whether or not you see an accuracy de- 
crease, it would be time and effort well 
spend to re-glue the action at least once a 
year. 

On this matter of resin-shrink; | know of 
several sleeved actions that quit shoot- 
ing, and went back to shooting after hav- 
ing the sleeve re-glued to the action. Was 
it a shrinkage problem, or resin deteriora- 
tion problem? | don’t know. But here 
again it may be a good idea to re-glue ac- 
tion sleeves periodically. 

Fiberglass stock will also change di- 
mensionally from temperature changes 
but | don’t know of a single case where 
that has been a problem. The northern 
shooters who shoot in Winter leagues put 
their gun stocks through a very large tem- 
perature change - zero degrees in the 
Winter to 100 degrees in the Summer - 
and don’t seem to have problems.

Dear Dave 

Thanks for the opportunity to put my- 
self out of business as well as all the other 
gunsmiths as well (Editor: for Pete’s sake, 
Jim ... you seem more paranoid than 
usual today .. .) 

Question number one .. . okay, I'll ac- 
cept the fact that the gun won’t shoot. We 
have tested it ourselves, with our own 
loads, and a scope that we know to be a 
good one. Furthermore we did all this ona 
day that had pretty decent shooting con- 
ditions. In that case, let’s sit down and 
take a calm, objective look at those 
groups that we found to be unacceptable. 
There are three different types of groups 
...4and1,3 and 2, and allover the place. 

Let’s take 4 and 1 first. In my experi- 
ence this is often a poor barrel-to-bullet 
combination ... such as shooting boat 
tail bullets (with-relatively small bearing 
surface) in a barrel with a large bore 
(237.3 on the lands, or larger). ..orelsea 
tight bore (237.0 or smaller), with a bullet 
with a lot of bearing surface. This latter 
combination will also give you some rath- 
er impressive fouling experiences. 

Now on to3 and 2 groups. This could be 


a classic stock problem, or perhaps a 
loose barrel. Pull the barrel off and make 
sure that there is no epoxy on the barrel 
shoulder or the face of the action. Make 
sure that there is not too much grease on 
the barrel threads that could get between 
the face and the shoulder. With the barrel 
off, check the glue line to see if the action 
has moved. If the action has moved it usu- 
ally pops up in the tang area. Put the bar- 
rel back on, and set the rifle up on a bench. 
Press down on the butt stock and see if 
the glue separates at the tang area. If it 
does, you've got some trouble . . . but at 
least, now you know what the trouble is. 
Now, groups all over the place. Dave, | 
believe you know the sporter rifle that | 
built for myself last year. It was a 6PPC, 
Six stock, Hart barrel, Olewine trigger, 
Kelbly rings, an un-named custom action, 
with murals (not murials) of an attractive 
lady on the stock sides. This gun would 
not shoot worth a darn right from the 
start. | checked out the barrel for a half 
hour with my borescope, and it looked 
darn good. The crown was nice and 
sharp, the barrel clearance was ample all 
around, and | had just glued it in the previ- 
ous week, and knew that the bedding was 
properly done. | had already cut the re- 
ceiver face, locking lugs, checked the 
threads, as well as the bolt face, lapped

the lugs in, checked the bolt to barrel 
clearance. | took .020 off the bolt shroud 
so that it would not hit the receiver, 
ground down the bolt release so that it 
wouldn’t hit the bolt or push it to the side 
when | closed it, ground the cocking piece 
to fit right in the bolt shroud, and checked 
to see that the trigger was aligned and not 
hitting anywhere. I cut the firing pin spring 
down from 25 pounds to 19 pounds and 
checked the protrusion (.550). | checked 
to see if the firing pin would pass through 
the firing pin hole; no problem there. | 
checked my brass, which was brand new. 
| then drove 200 miles to Dunhams Bay, 
and fired six groups that had my friends 
hysterical with laughter. | was trying to 
give the confounded rifle away at the end 
of the match. . .andnoone would take it. | 
returned from The Bay in considerably 
less than a Prince Charming mood. | was 
determined to make that gun shoot, and 
hang the time involved, and hang the ex- 
pense. 

Next day | sat down with the rifle, and 
started a serious study. | had enough con- 
fidence in my own chambering to elimi- 
nate that as a possibility. The brass was 
not sticky after repeated firings. The bolt 
was now nice and slick in the action, and 
not binding anywhere. The scope bases 
were rechecked, but | had bedded them at 
the start. The bolt handle was not touch- 
ing the stock or the back cut in the action. 
Upon cleaning the bolt face and recheck- 
ing it | noticed that the firing pin was alittle 
off center in the firing pin hole, about .015. 
| had checked the firing pin when | had it 
apart and it fit through the hole all right, 
but when assembled and cocked ... it 
was off center. Further investigation 
turned up a slight rub mark on the firing 
pin where it passed through the hole, and 
this lead me to find a bolt whose firing pin 
hole had been drilled off center. | rebored 
the bolt hole, fixed some threads, made a 
new firing pin ... and the gun has been 
shooting up a storm ever since. When the 
classic, simple reasons for a gun to stop 
shooting do not turn up ... there is no 
other thing to do except to go over the rifle 
from front torear, anitem atatime. ..and

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check EVERYTHING. I think that the most 
common reasons for a gun shooting poor- 
ly are: bolt handle touching the stock, 
locking lugs not making good contact, a 
burr on the crown, and bad brass. 
Question number two. . . the wisdom of 
rechambering a worn barrel. When a few 
of us were over to your house a week or 
so ago, playing with a bore scope and 
your gun collection (Editor: as well as 
drinking me out of house and home .. .) 
you dragged out your own heavy bench 
class rifle, and made the comment that it 
just plain had quit shooting well. Three of 
us bore-scoped that barrel ... and all 
three of us told you that the barrel had left 
for parts unknown some time ago. 
Rechambering will help with a barrel with 
throat erosion, but you have to get in 
there with a bore scope and see how far it 
goes and how baditis. In my experience a 
.308 often improves a lot with a 
rechamber; throats seem to wear faster in 
.30 caliber. | am really in favor of recrown- 
ing the barrel just about as an automatic 
step whenever a gun’s accuracy drops 
off. This simple step often clears up the 
probllem. As an aside, | have the personal 
belief that boat tail bullets will erode a bar- 
rel much quicker than flat base bullets. 


Question number three... what comes 
to mind is the article that Kenny Jarrett 


INTRODUCING — NEW 


wrote about bore cleaner getting into the 
bedding via the action screw hole in front 
of the locking lugs. This can kill a sharp 
shooting rifle and also make you sick at 
the same time. Many glues just turn to 
rubber, and you can’t see it unless you re- 
move the action from the stock. Bore 
cleaner can do a lot to a bedding job... 
and none of it good. One of the Dunhams 
Bay shooters was tightening the barrel on 
his gun recently, when his (glue-in) stock 
fell off. Another problem that folks new to 
fiberglass stock work occasionally create 
is the sanding of the new stock so enthu- 
siastically they try to “get all the seams 
out”. Please don’t do this ... what the 
heck do you think holds the darn thing to- 
gether anyway? Just fill over them. Get a 
good smooth paint job on there, with a 
good hard finish that will slide forever, 
even if you forget the baby powder. Fiber- 
glass stocks are not trouble free, but they 
have a lot of advantages over wood. 


JOHN BUNCH 


Question number one ... since this is 
(you tell me) a new shooter, | would want 
to know exactly how he has been cleaning 
that rifle ... with what, and how often. 
The average (non benchrest) shooter 
knows absolutely nothing about cleaning 
a rifle barrel. If this proved okay, | would 


give a real quick look at certain areas 
where things might be touching that 
should not be touching . . . barrel, trigger, 
guard screws, etc. Next | would re-crown 
the barrel, which is relatively cheap and 
easy. If these steps did not clear up the 
problem, now we have to go on to more 
serious steps. Pull the barrel (taking into 
account the five hundred rounds), and 
check the throat. Next check the threads 
and the squareness of the shoulder. If all 
these are okay, next step is to pop the ac- 
tion out of the stock and check the bed- 
ding. True the action while it’s out of the 
stock. | would then go to the range, and 
recheck. If the gun still does not shoot... 
I’m afraid that at that point | have to rec- 
ommend a new barrel. 

Question number two ... on the wis- 
dom of rechambering. Every barrel has to 
be handled as a separate case. How much 
wear... howlongis the throat. . .and the 
most important question . .. did the gun 
ever shoot well? 

Question numer three. . . bedding is ex- 
tremely critical . . . it can end up like a tun- 
ing fork. Glue-ins can become under- 
mined by bore cleaner and other solvents, 
with a lot of resulting problems. Neither 
fiberglass stocks nor glue-ins are trouble 
free ... but they both are here to stay.

Dear Dave, 

| take your comment about a match rifle 
gunmaker “sitting around” as being an 
extreme example of editorial license .. . 

When a new shooter comes into my 
shop, | like to talk to him a bit. It gives me 
some sort of a handle on what he knows 

. and what he doesn’t know. Normally | 
headspace to minus .005-.008 . . . install 
the barrel, check the action .. . examine 
the barrel with a borescope, pull the bar- 
rel, have it vapor-honed ... reinstall... 
take out the final .005-.008 until the Go- 
gauge will close nicely. For most calibers | 
have a Go-gauge, plus a Go plus .001 
gauge. This is my no go gauge. | then re- 
examine with my borescope, install the 
ejector, and then ship out the rebarreled 
rifle. 

When the customer is local, and picks 
up the rifle at my shop, | show him some of 
this ... that the go gauge is contacting, 
and the no go gauge will not close easily, 
and | have him look at the throat area with 
the borescope. 

By headspacing after the barrel is 
pulledup. . . any barrel or chamber reduc- 
tion caused by the V-thread acting 
against a square shoulder is reduced to a 
minimum, and all chambers for a given 
cartridge will interchange their brass. We 
here consider the interchangeability of 
fired cases to be an accomplishment that 
is worth taking some effort to achieve. 


The hypoethetical situation that you 
created reminds me of a particular cus- 
tomer of our shop. 

A few months after sending him out the 
shop door with a .22-250 live varmint rifle 

. back through our shop door he came, 
complete with a tale of woe. The gun just 
was not shooting well, it seemed. He had 
a full page of the various loads that he had 
worked with ... these powder charges 
getting progressively smaller in weight as 
he went along. And still the case heads 
were showing pressure signs. How many 
shots have your fired? About 300, it 
seemed. 

The cream of the barrel life of a .22-250 
is 600 shots. You can, if you are deter- 
mined to do so, go to 900 shots. . . but the 
last 300 will be of less than top accuracy. 
So, why, sir, did you not bring this back in 
here after 40 unsatisfactory shots? The 
good fellow felt apparently that it was just 
plain a matter of not having found “the 
right load”. By any chance sir . . . do you 
have any of your loaded ammunition with 
you? Yes, it so happened that he did, but 
certainly there was nothing wrong with 
HIS loads. While he was making an im- 
promptu soapbox speech about the quali- 
ty of his reloads (home, mother, and apple 
pie as well as patriotism, the virtues of 
Lite beer, and a few other assorted sub- 
jects... .as speeches go, it was areal rab- 
ble rouser, really) | was quietly putting a 
mike on his loaded ammo. Walked over to 
the shop’s chamber print, and idly asked 
him if he knew that his case neck was .002 
larger than the chamber called for. The 
fellow barely missed a word in his speech 

. seemed to feel this to be an entirely

unimportant and completely inconse- 
quential minor matter. | took three 
threads off the barrel, and set it back, to 
give him a new throat. 

During the speech he mentioned the 
name of an old time benchrest shooter in 
his area that he knew. After | sent him out 
with his rechambered rifle, | called the old 
time shooter, and asked him to give this 
fellow any assistance that he could. On 
hearing the name, the old-timer gave a 
deep and resigned sort of a sigh. “At the 
range last month | took over an inch of 
paralex out of his scope. He didn’t seem 
to think that it was too important a matter 

On rechambering rifles . . .if youhavea 
borescope you can see just what the sur- 
face of the barrelis. Youcan set the barrel 
back, and in effect, have two barrels for 
the price of one. Eye examination alone is 
a very chancy thing. Estimates of number 
of shots fired is frequently way off from 
actuality. A large number of our older 
shooters will remember the old Ball C-1 
powder which certainly seemed to polish 
the barrel throat, rather than eroding it. 
However, if there were any question ona 
barrel that was on one of my first line rifles 
at a point in time just before a big match 
such as the Nationals .. . | think | would 
feel much more comfortable, to say noth- 
ing of confident, if | could install a new bar- 
rel, and take along the older barrel, now 
rechambered, as a backup. Of course | 
would want to test the new barrel before 
making a decision which one | shot at the 
Nationals. It’s just that | would like to have 
TWO to compare. 

On the fiberglass stock question ... 
one came in here a while back, with a lot of 
metal work needed on the gun in ques- 
tion. Definitely had to remove the stock 
from the barreled action. Put a wedge be- 
tween the barrel and stock forend for 
pressure, a.700 rod in the boltways, hold- 
ing the barrelin the barrel vise. . . put heat 
on the receiver, thumb pressure between 
the rod and the comb of the stock, and 
with only the slightest bit of warming on 
the receiver, the stock dropped to the 
floor. | found, among other things, that 
the “glue-in” consisted of about a quarter 


with this Marquart Neck ‘Turning Tool — pilot 
diameters from .17 to .30 caliber. We specialize in 
rebarreling and conversions — and CUT-RIFLED 
barrels, 7mm to .45 caliber.

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inch area on both sides (only) . . . the bal- 
ance of the bottom of the stock was most 
definitely not glued (Successfully) . . . the 
action bottom had not been roughed up, 
and the reason that the epoxy did not hold 
on the bottom was shown when the brief 
heat application brought out oil that had 
been trapped between the action and the 
bedding. Properly done, a glue-in is great. 
But a poorly done glue in job will shoot 
poorly ... it’s that simple. The only real 
problem with a glue-in ... when a rifle 
stops shooting (well) ... and you have 
eliminated just about every other possibil- 
ity... the only way to check the gluein. . . 
is to un-glue it . . . which of course will re- 
quire that you re-glue it. Thus. . . the only 
way to check it .. . is to destroy it. 

Dave, yours truly has just been through 
the singular pleasure that is called a pros- 
trate operation. Plus radiation therapy for 
a small cancer found. | am now back to 
working eight hours a day, and rapidly 
getting rid of the work backlog. Still, all is 
well here. | am looking forward to getting 
seven sets of new wildcat reamers in from 
Hugh Henriksen. Making competition ri- 
fles for some of the finest rifles in the 
world, working out new ways to do things 
... man, this is the happiest part of my 
life!

Dear David, 

Well, the new shooter with the $750 
purchase probably didn’t come out of the 
purchase too badly off, regardless of how 
the barrel turns out. As you might have 
noticed, the day of being able to purchase 
a new custom action for $500 has just 
about gone. Your new shooter has a Cus- 
tom action, a two ounce trigger, a painted 
fiberglass stock... as | seeit...he’sin 
pretty good shape. 

In your hypothetical case you have me 
trotting over to my “local range” to test 
the rifle. Since my local range is a 45 min- 
ute trot away from my shop, | have a ten- 
dency to do a lot of checking of such rifles 
before | break into a trot. Shooters, par- 
ticularly new shooters, occasionally will 
really goof up neck clearances or seating 
depths. Either one, if really goofed up will 
make a tack-driver rifle into a half minute 
rifle ... or worse. Sometimes much 
worse. 

| would remove the barrel and check the 
throat for wear or other damage. The way 
that some shooters clean their barrels I’m 
surprised that they get 500 rounds out of 
them. 

| would check barrel shoulder, contact 
with the receiver face, bolt face 
squareness, locking lug contact, firing pin 
protrusion, main spring compression ... 
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and | would probably recrown the barrel 
as a general practice. 

If the action was glued in, with the ac- 
tion screws left in place, | would check to 
see if they had been over-tightened, and 
would probably suggest removing them. 
A good glue in job does not need through 
bolts. | use hex head set screws which 
project into the stock about 3/8” and are 
part of the glue in. 

| have found a few sleeved actions 
where the front screw was touching the 
barrel. Believe me, this does nothing 
(good) for the pursuit of small groups! 

Finally, if | were to test the gun, | would- 


miversa 
Action 


n't have much reliance on loads assem- 
bled by anew shooter . . . | would want to 
use my own loads. 

There are many things which can influ- 
ence the accuracy of a rifle . .. enough to 
fill a book. Certainly . . . books have been 
filled on the subject. 

Arifle that is assembled with top quality 
accuracy components . . . and yet will not 
shoot acceptably, poses an interesting lit- 
tle challenge. There are probably some- 
where around a hundred possible rea- 
sons. Start off by eliminating the 
easy-to-check ones, and go from there.

Dear Dave 

On the question of whether to 
rechamber the barrel, or take the money 
and put it toward a new barrel, the pros 
and cons of each side of the argument 
should be sufficient to keep a Saturday 
night bull session argument going into the 
wee small hours of the morning. . . proba- 
bly without a final answer being 
reached. 

Here are my personal views on the sub- 
ject... which | do not represent as being 
the final word on the subject . . . they are 
merely my opinions. The first question to 
be put forward. . . what kind of barrel was 
itin the first place? Was it a barn-burner of 
a barrel, capable of holding its own in fast 
company at a match? Or was it a fair 
shooter? Perhaps even a poor shooter? 
The real good barrel is the only one that | 
would consider for the investment of a de- 
cent amount of money for setting back 
and rechambering. Why throw good 
money after bad to keep working on a bar- 
rel that never cut it to begin with? (This of 
course presumes that you are satisfied

that you have a proper chambering job 
and barrel crown to begin with). 

The next question to take into consid- 
eration . . . in what manner did the barrel 
“stop shooting” (well)? Did it sort of slow 
down and gradually give you the idea that 
it wanted to go into an unexpectedly early 
retirement on you? Or did it just up and 
quit on you one day, without much warn- 
ing? The one that gradually tailed-off will 
probably be the better candidate for 
rechambering than the other. Either way | 
check them out thoroughly with a bore 
scope . .. which is a device that is really 
needed for addressing this question any- 
way. Without a bore scope you are guess- 
ing at an answer. Heck, even with the bore 
scope you can still come up with a wrong 
opinion. It’s just that the bore scope im- 
proves your chances of coming up with a 
right answer to a very substantial degree. 
Like horse racing, it’s a gamble . . . and if 
you don’t want to gamble . . . go buy that 
new barrel. 

Even with a new barrel . . .can you give 
me the name of a barrel-maker today that 
will guarantee official screamer groups? 
Heck, even the new barrel is something of 
a gamble. But, there is an excellent group 
of barrel makers serving the benchrest 
world today, and you have your choice of 
selecting from a half dozen or so makers, 
all of whom have very devoted followings. 
I’ve rechambered a lot of barrels, and I've 
installed a lot of new barrels. . . and, look- 
ing at it from a gambling viewpoint . . . my 
guess is that you “win” more times by 
going right to the new barrel. 

Still, every now and then, a 
rechambered and recrowned barrel starts 
shooting everyone's ears off. That’s why 
they have horse races . . . because there 
are no finite answers in that field either.

Dear Dave, 

In regards to your recent letter concern- 
ing gunsmithing questions. Question one: 
Your comment about a rifle you had with 
the trigger hitting the stock reminded me 
of a rifle | had in recently that shot about 
one inch groups. It had the trigger hitting 
the trigger guard and the bedding needed 
some attention also, it was a light weight 
field varmint rifle chambered for a 22 PPC. 
The first thing | look at is the barrel. If 
there is any obvious problem with it such 
as a bad throat, cleaning rod damage, ora 
banged up crown, that is probably where 
most of the problem lies. Other areas to 
check are the locking lugs, bedding, 
scope base screws, etc. | recently had a 
Hunter class rifle in with a new barrel on it 
put on by another gunsmith. The owner 
told me in a letter that it shot about nine 
tenths atits best. The locking lugs looked 
good. The owner mentioned that the fired 
cases were .002” out of square on the 
base after firing so something was proba- 
bly crooked. It turned out that the bolt 
face was .0015” out and the receiver face 
about .001”. These were trued up and not 
having heard back from the owner | am 
sure this was the problem. The problem 
with some of these causes is they can be 
hard to find and you can spend a lot of 
time looking before you find them. 

Question 2: In regards to rechambering 
a shot out barrel | have a few thoughts. If 
the shooter does his own gunsmithing 
then | would suggest he rechamber. If he 
is going to pay his gunsmith in the area of 
$100 to rechamber | would do it if | felt that 
the barrel had been a good shooter for 
me. If it was rechambered | would also 
recommend that it be recrowned. The 
reason being cleaning rod wear on the 
muzzle from maybe 200 or so cleaning 
sessions. 

This question brings up a few other 
points | would like to comment on. If! were 
a shooter who did not do my own gun- 
smithing | would buy my own reamer and 
send it to my gunsmith when | had him put 
a new barrel on. | know many shooters 
who have their work done by several gun- 
smiths. Each smith has his reamer say a 
6PPC made by a quality reamer manufac- 
turer. Every reamer is not the same 
though, there are different throats and 
neck diameters. One may have been 
reground once or twice and the body 
taper may be a bit different. By having 
your own reamer, every one of your 
chambers is the same. Your seating 
depths will probably be the same from one 
barrel to another or close. You can proba- 
bly use cases from one in another if nec- 
essary. In short it simplifies making 
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cases, turning necks, and finding seating 
depths. 

A few thoughts on chambering. It 
makes little difference how one goes 
about setting up the barrel in the lathe as 
far as turning in the headstock or in a 
steady rest. The important thing is that 
the barrel be running true with its bore. | 
like to cut threads between centers witha 
dog and a faceplate. This makes it easy to 
remove the barrel from the lathe to check 
thread fit and return it to the lathe in the 
same position by inserting the dog in the 
same hole. This is especially nice when 
fitting to a glued in action. When cutting 
threads a very nice finish will result if you 
squirt some cutting fluid such as Tap 
Magic, Tap Free, or my favorite Cool Tool 
on the work. | make the last few passes 
when fitting the threads .001” per side 
and squirt on the Cool Tool. | have seen 
some barrels that showed damage to the 
tops of the lands in the throat area. It was 
caused by a pilot that was too tight or a 
pilot that picked up a chip. The barrel and 
chamber need to be cleaned of chips fre- 
quently. | blow them out with compressed 
alr. 

| have done a good deal of experiment- 
ing with crowns. After examining with my 
borescope | have settled on amethod that 
works well for me and in talking with other 
gunsmiths is similar to what many are 
doing. The problem is in getting a burr free 
crown. | pull my sharp tool out from the 
bore at 11 degrees for about 2/3rds of the 
diameter of the barrel and then out at 90 
degrees to the bore. | then lap the hole 
with a small brass ball and #220 silicon 
carbide lapping compound until the lap 
starts cutting the groove diameter. Very, 
very little inward pressure should be ap- 
plied or a burr will be pushed into the bore. 
The RPM is the same as was used to cut

the crown with the tool. | was describing 
my method to Jerry Simison of Minnesota 
and he said he tightly wrapped a piece of 
400 paper around a steel ball and did the 
same thing but then reversing the direc- 
tion of the lathe. | then polish the crown 
with a piece of 220 paper to remove lathe 
marks, being very careful not to touch the 
inside of the barrel with the paper. | have 
seen scuff marks on the tops of the lands 
caused by either paper or someone using 
a tool such as a piloted center reamer to 
cut with. As | mentioned earlier, crowns 
can be and are damaged by the cleaning 
rod. Using the lap method with a spherical 
ball leaves the bore less prone to dam- 
age. 

Question 3: | have a XP-100, glued into 
a fiberglass stock with Devcon F. For 
some reason a few years ago it went sour, 
it was a 6x47, during a match. Looking 
over the gun between relays | noticed that 
there was a slight gap between the tang 
and stock where one had not been before. 
| finished the match but when | got home | 
put the rifle in the deep freeze for a day 
and the next day knocked it apart. The 
glue had separated from the action for 
about 1/3rd of the area, mostly in the tang 
area. | roughed up the action and glued it 
back together with Devcon F again and 
haven't had any further problems. The 
rifle is now a dandy varmint rifle with a 10” 
twist Swift barrel on it. | have seen this 
happen to some other rifles. The reasons 
are hard to determine sometimes but it 
does happen. With my rifle | never was 
sure why. | am now both glueing and 
screwing my own guns. | have a very good 
shooting unlimited built on a Stolle Polar 
that is just screwed. The stock is one of 
Lee Sixes Unlimited patterns with the trig- 
ger guard molded in. 

| hope that my comments are of help.

Dear Dave, 

| feel flattered that you put me on your 
list of accuracy gunsmiths. | originally 
bought my lathe to do my own work, as | 
had some ideas that | wanted to experi- 
ment with and “toys” | wanted to make. 
Chambering barrels started as a hobby 
for me that | enjoyed very much and | 
ended up doing it for friends. | have some 
thoughts about “gunsmiths” | would like 
to share before | get to your questions, as 
to qualify the answers. There are gun- 
smiths, and then there are GUNSMITHS! 
The few real gunsmiths can repair any- 
thing that shoots, fabricate missing parts 
that he cannot buy, work on pistols, rifles, 
shotguns of all makes and models, hard- 
en parts, make springs, etc. Then there 
are fellows like myself. | do not claim to be 
a “gunsmith”. | have the ability to install 
barrels on actions, and only on actions | 
have tooling for (benchrest actions). Con- 


trary to what | hear and seein print, | don’t 
believe there is any mystery or magic to 
chambering barrels that will win matches. 
Cutting threads, fitting, chambering, 
head spacing, polishing and crowning are 
all very mechanical procedures that, 
when done on a decent lathe with care on 
a barrel that is centered properly, will pro- 
duce a rifle that will shoot as good as the 
barrel is capable of if the rest of the rifle is 
put together right. One more thought, 
there are a lot of us that can do chamber- 
ing work, but only a few real gunsmiths. 
Question #1 - Troubleshooting a used 
rifle that won’t shoot. Before | would go to 
the range, | would strip the rifle down, that 
is, take the barrel off, take the bolt apart, 
and put it back together as | checked it 
out. | would look for: 
- Scope bases tight on action. 
- Scope base screws too deep, touching 
bolt or barrel. 
- Check for trigger touching stock or trig- 
ger guard. 
- Check firing pin protrusion. 
- Check firing pin for weak spring. 
- Check lugs for even contact. 
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- Check for clearance at bolt and bar- 
rel. 
- Check for bolt handle hitting stock. 
- Check barrel tightness when taking off. 
- Look at barrel with bore scope for obvi- 
ous defects or fouling. 
Inspect crown for damage. 
Inspect barrel face or recess for signs 
of bolt touching. 
Look for signs of scope base screws 
touching barrel. 
Check for barrel touching stock. 
- Check action for good adhesion to 
stock. 
After | have put the rifle back together, | 
would go to the range and shoot his loads 
and work up a load my way, starting low, 
working up to past where it shoots, back- 
ing down and experimenting with seating 
depth. 
| believe that used rifles should be 
bought with the thought that the barrel is 
shot out unless you know for sure how 
many rounds are through it. | know a 
shooter who, when asked how many 
rounds are through his barrel, will tell you 
“about 900”, but | can deduct over 2000 
rounds by the practice and matches he 
has been to! | know of 2 rifles in the past 
year that were shot in matches with loose 
barrels, one with a bedding screw touch- 
ing the bolt when closed, and one with a 
scope base screw touching the barrel 
threads. 
Question #2 - Rechambering bench- 
rest barrels? 
This is one of the reasons | bought my 
lathe in the first place. | had the idea that | 
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would recrown the barrel every 300 - 400 
rounds, and rechamber every 1000 - 1200 
rounds just to keep things “fresh”. In reali- 
ty, | have adopted the philosophy “If it 
ain’t broke, don’t fix it”, which translates 
to | will rechamber or recrown when it 
won't shoot competitively or the crown 
has a visible defect. 

What | am about to tell you are real life 
stories about my own rifles. | had a H.V. 
222-35 about 7-8 years ago that was 
competitive, but not a “tack-driver”, that 
is, it would and could win matches, but 
would not shoot any .080’s and very few 
.150’s, either at matches or in practice. 
Just a solid .200 -.250” rifle. After about 
2500 - 3000 rounds, | had it rechambered 
to the same cartridge, only 20” long in- 
stead of 24%” long and put it on a L.V. 
rifle. Talk about a “one-hole” rifle! It shot 
as a 20” L.V. better than it ever did as a 
2442” H.V. 

About a year ago, | bought a H.V. rifle 
from a shooter in the St. Louis area. He 
told me up front the rifle probably had over 
3000 rounds on it, was used as a varmint 
rifle, might have been fired for long peri- 
ods without cleaning, etc. | bought it for 
the action only (Hart 1A). | looked at the 
barrel with a bore scope, it didn’t look too 
bad, so | rechambered it to a 222-35. 
Much to my delight, the rifle is a “one- 
holer”. This rifle has been to one Super 
Shoot and will probably be to more big 
matches before it is retired. Bottom line to 
all this - who knows. Like the man says 
“you pay your money and take your 
choice”. 

Question #3 - Fiber glass stocks. 

My opinion runs somewhat contrary to 
others in that | have all my rifles except 
one, (a mistake) conventionally bedded. | 
have found for me they shoot just as well 
as glue-ins, and if you run into a problem, 
they are a whole lot easier to work on. As 
for changing, | really don’t know. | do 
know of one shooter that cannot keep a 
particular rifle glued in, as it has come 
apart 4 times. If you think of being glued in 
as 0, and completely unglued as 100, 
seems to me that his rifle is always some- 
where between 1 and 99. The worst part 
about that is that he doesn’t know where 
its at!

Dear Dave 

| am up to my ears in work (of all kinds) 
these days, but let me answer one part of 
your query, since | do have some informa- 
tion probably not available to most of your 
respondents. 

Fiberglass stocks have been tried by a 
number of the better shooters in the 
highpower game. Some of the shooters 
using them have found that the stocks are 
not, necessarily, more stable than wood. | 
know of stocks where the forend warped 
so the barrel was no longer full floating. 
Further, that some types of these stocks 
are actually more flexible than wood. 
Shooting heavy, .30 caliber bullets at ve- 
locities from 2500 to 3200 fps, it is possi- 
ble for flexing of the stock, between the 
action and the shoulder, under recoil, to 
enlarge groups. Many of the early stocks 
were made with a thin outer section of fi- 
berglas over a foam core, to obtain light 
weight. This is now changing, but plastic 
stocks with the rigidity of wood approach, 
or exceed wood, in weight. Newer materi- 
als, such as Kevlar, are changing this. 

There is a further problem, in that the 
setup of expoxy is little understood by 
most of those using it. | spent 6 years with 
a firm making magnetic memory drums, 
where the magnetic coating is formed of 
iron oxide held in an expoxy matrix. One 
of the things | learned is that epoxy does 
not set up completely in a short period of 
time, particularly epoxies that cure at 
room temperature. To get stability, we cy- 
cled the coated drums through heat and 
cold cyles. Specialists in the field of epox- 
ies told us that epoxies could go on “cur- 
ing” for years, with constantly changing 
stresses. Changing stresses mean 
changes in dimensions and shapes. One 
firm on the West Coast developed an 
electronic instrument to determine the ex- 
tent of cure. Readings taken with it, overa 
period of time, would show changes as- 
sociated with the extent of cure. Further, 
epoxies are, to a greater extent than usu- 
ally realized, permeable to oils and sol- 
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vents. Permeability may, possibly, be as- 
sociated with dimensional changes. All 
too often, humans overlook those things 
that are not evident to our usual, five 


senses.

| very much enjoyed reading the last 
questionnaire you sent me, and | think 
that it is a very good one and the subscrib- 
ers to the magazine will certainly enjoy 
the different opinions and possibly learn 
something from this particular question- 
naire. In reading about question one, the 
new shooter that purchased the rifle who 
was told that it had 500 rounds through it, 
| would say that anytime someone pur- 
chases a used rifle They should be well 
advised, in most instances, to automati- 
cally assume that he is going to have to 
put a barrel on the gun to get it to be com- 
petitive. | think if he goes into buying a 
used gun, with this assumption then he 
will be better pleased with the whole situ- 
ation, and possibly stay in the game a lot 
longer. 

The first thing | would do would be an 
examination of the barrel to try to make an 
evaluation of how much throat erosion 
had taken place, and see the general con- 
dition of the overall interior of the barrel. 
Just for the sake of introducing other 
things that cause problems in bench rest 
barrels, | will say that in this particular 
rifle, that we are talking about, | found the 
barrel to be in excellent condition, and 
there was possibly no more than 500 
rounds through it. In testing the gun, | find 
that the new shooter is perfectly correct in 
stating that the rifle is not competitive and 
it is shooting groups that are on the very 
big side for a PPC. 

At this point the next thing that | would 
check would be the scope mounting sys- 
tem. 1 would also, probably, put a scope 


of proven credibility on the gun after | 
checked the mounts and so forth. The 
second thing | would check would be to 
see if the bolt handle is hitting the stock it- 
self. This is a very common problem, and 
anyone who has ever made a benchrest 
rifle has committed it at one time or anoth- 
er. The culprit is usually the primer and 
paint process after the gun is completed. 
To keep the gun aesthetically nice we cut 
the bolt relief fairly close where it looks 
nice, and then with this close fit, the thick- 
ness of the paint, the sanding seal, and 
the different fillers that we use takes up 
the void or takes up the clearance be- 
tween the actual bolt relief cut out and the 
bolt itself. It is a proven fact that the rifle 
will not shoot when the bolt handle is hit- 
ting the stock. | could go into my opinion 
on why this is, but 1 think it would be too 
long winded for the particular questions 
that we are trying to answer here. 

The second thing | would check is to 
make sure the barrel is not hitting the 
stock anywhere. Also | would look at the 
crown of the barrel itself with a 30 power 
hand-held microscope. Of course this 
would have been done on my initial in- 
spection of the barrel, but | forgot to men- 
tion it earlier. Anyway, | would definitely 
look very close at the crown with this 
hand held microscope because a lot of 
times that is the culprit also, and itis a fair- 
ly simple thing to fix. 

If all things check out; where the bolt 
handle is not hitting, the barrel is not hit- 
ting, the barrel is in good condition, the 
crown looks good, then the next thing | 
would check would be the bolt itself in re- 
lation to the trigger body to see if it was 
dragging or causing some erratic ignition 
problems. | would check the strength of 
the striker spring on the firing pin itself, 
and check the protrusion of the firing pin 
out of the bolt face. Most of the modern 
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bolt actions that we fool with today run 
anywhere from .045 .055 protrusion. This 
can present some problems in the igni- 
tion, and in shooting the kind of groups 
that you have to shoot to win in 
benchrest. All these things can’t be 
“close” they have got to be perfect or so 
close to perfect that the average guy can’t 
tell the difference. 

Again, if all that checked out then the 
next thing that | would look at would be 
the glue in of the gun itself and possibly 
the bedding of the receiver before the glue 
in. Everyone has their own way of putting 
these things together, and one of the 
things that is enjoyable to me, in 
benchrest, is for the accuracy gunsmiths, 
such as myself, to compete their talents in 
the form of the shooters who shoot their 
equipment to see whose opinions and 
ways of doing things turns out to be the 
most consistent. 

As far as glue in’s go on benchrest ri- 
fles, | have an opinion that the material 
that the gun is bedded with should also be 
the material that the gun is glued in with. 
This is not the way, | guess, a majority of 
the people look at it; they bed with one 
material and glue with something else. | 
am not knowledgable about the chemical 
or molecular structure of the epoxys that 
we use, but! do know that if! use the same 
thing to bed with and the same material to 
glue the action in the stock | know that the 
compatibility is not going to be a problem. 
On the other hand, when two different 
chemically constructed epoxys are intro- 
duced to each other you can get into a 
bonding problem or possibly get into a 
much accelerated deterioration rate of 
the glue in itself. 

Another thing that | found in most guns 
that fall out of the stock, or the guns that | 
have checked that didn’t shoot the com- 
plaints were very similar to question num- 
ber one, that the gun could be, by hand, 
actually pulled out of the stock after re- 
moving the trigger, most of the time this is 
caused by someone using arelease agent 
that had any type of silicone in it. Silicone 
actually impregnates the metal to a de- 
gree, and it is almost impossible to get off 
once you get it on. About the only way to 
get a silicone impregnated receiver to 
stay in on a glue in is to actually remove a 
small portion of the metal with a Dremel 
tool, some kind of grinder, or something 
along that line to introduce some virgin 
clean metal to the bonding agent, whatev- 
er it is. We do see this quite often, where 
the bedding was allright but the actual 
glue in didn’t turn out to be 100 percent. 
This will make a guy go nuts who is trying 
to tune up a gun with this problem. | know 
that the barrel and scope makers all smile 
when this happens because it has proba- 
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bly sold more new barrels and new 
scopes than anything else when the 
whole problem, start to finish, was a 
dollar's worth of epoxy applied correct- 
ly. 

Another problem on a couple of guns 
that | have seen come through here, and 
we keep an average, on any given day, 
about 20-25 rifles in our vault with the 
complaint that they won’t shoot. Most of 
them are hunting rifles, and you are talk- 
ing about a different set of circumstances 
in some different areas where problems 
could exist, but | have also seen several 
guns come in here with the problem being 
the barrels were not tight. Another culprit, 
a lot of times, is the owner of the rifle just 
does not have the mechanical ability to 
produce a good quality piece of brass. 
Also, this involves arriving at the exact 
zero contact as far as seating depth goes, 
along with a good finisned reload. 

With all these things being found cor- 
rect or being corrected by the person that 
is trouble shooting this particular rifle, and 
assuming that the barrel is not copper 
fouled or fouled in anyway then it should 
be competitive. Anyone that has been 
around the benchrest game for any length 
of time knows that all barrels are not cre- 
ated equal. Even the leading barrel mak- 
ers in this country will admit to you that 
some are just better than others even 
though they are made out of the same ma- 
terial, by the same people, using the same 
tooling, possibly on the same day; some 
of them are just hot and some are not. | 
can’t explain this to you, | have a lot of 
opinions in that respect but whether my 
opinion or anyone else’s would have any 
validity to prove or disprove this point is 
highly debatable, but | do know | have 
been through a lot of barrels since | have 
been shooting benchrest personally, and 
some that | have had on my own guns 
were just better than others were. 


That pretty well covers question one. 
On to question two, the inquiry about 
rechambering benchrest barrels. It is my 
opinion along these lines that once a bar- 
rel has 2,000 - 2,500 rounds on it is a total 
waste of money to rechamber unless you 
have a shop in your basement, do your 
own gun work, and you just enjoy it and 
want to play around with it, but as far as 
standing in the winners circle at the 
benchrest game | think a guy is 90 percent 
of the time throwing good money after 
bad to rechamber a benchrest barrel that 
has anywhere close to that amount of bul- 
lets through it. Unless a guy is involved in 
the actual procedure of chambering work 
he doesn’t realize that there is no way to 
get the quality chamber job the second 
time that you get on a new barrel because 
the amount of wear on the barrel, most of 
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the time, is not totally round. It is rough; 
the erosion, the orange peel look, in the 
throat area makes it impossible to get a 
precision fit between your pilot that fits on 
the nose of your reamer and the bore of 
the rifle. If the pilot is not a precision fit 
then certainly the chamber cannot be pre- 
cision in every way. So you are actually, at 
some degree, at a disadvantage as far as 
getting a quality chamber job the second 
time also on a barrel that has been shot 
very much. | would have to go along with 
your opinion on that, Dave; you would be 
better to put that $100.00 or $120.00 to- 
wards a new barrel. 

On your third question in reference to 
fiberglass stocks, | have mixed emotions 
about glue in’s, which | will discuss briefly, 
but | feel very strongly that fiberglass 
stocks have helped us reach the plateau 
that we have attained at the present time 
in the benchrest game. | don’t think that 
there is any argument about that at all. An 
argument as far as glued in guns (what | 
touched on in question one) is that the 
compatibility of the bedding material ver- 
sus the glue in plus no one has actually 
ever been able to tell me what the life ex- 
pectancy of properly mixed and applied 
epoxy is. As a rule of thumb with the 
strong chemical solvents that we have to 
use to keep our barrels clean, these 
things greatly speed up deterioration of 
the glue. | have previously written about 
that extensively in an article in Precision 
Shooting called Simple Stuff, but general- 
ly speaking, | think if a gun is used a lot, 
the guy pretty well travels the circuit 
shooting, the gun is shot a lot, and has 
been through two or three barrels say 
three years after it was initially put togeth- 
er | think it would be wise, at that time, to 
pull it out of the stock, check the bedding, 
check to see if it is still hard and solid all 
over, if it is still hard and solid then simply 
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reglue it back in. If itis not, rebed it and re- 
glue it back. In that way even though we 
don’t know how long the epoxy is good for 
we do know that we have a new glue in 
job, and this is good again for the three 
years or whatever a guy feels like in his 
mind is the life expectancy of that particu- 
lar work. They are not problem free as 
your question implies because of the un- 
known variables along with the integrity 
of the original job. 

Also a problem with many of the fiber- 
glass and Kevlar stocks that we see on 
customer’s guns is that they are just not 
stiff or strong enough to support the rig- 
ors, the vibrations, and everything in- 
volved with the recoil and the actual use of 
the rifle itself. | think that probably the 
same problem arises in all stocks that we 
use in the bench rest game or for hunting 
rifles because of everyone striving to get 
them as light as they can. Of course you 
can really lighten any stock with Kevlar, 
but! don’t like Kevlar because it is such an 
aggravation to work with. If you have any 
cutting, inletting, or anything to do, the lit- 
tle fuzzy ends come up, and about the 
only way you can do it is to cut it out way 
bigger than it ought to be, fill it in with 
epoxy, seal the raw edges, and then come 
back and sand it down and refinish them. 
When you do all that then you are talking 
about a lot of work. 

Dave, that pretty well covers all three 
questions, and | hope that in some way it 
helps someone that is out there having 
problems with a bench rest rifle because | 
can’t think of anything more frustrating or 
disgusting than to have a bench rest rifle 
that won’t shoot. The only thing in my 
mind that | can think of that is just about 
that worthless is a swimming pool with no 
water in it.

Dear Dave 

With the .30 American brass now a real- 
ity it would appear to be timely if | brought 
you up to date on what a few of us have 
learned from our initialexperiments . . . ei- 
ther with the new .30 American brass, or 
from experimenting with the less-than- 
one-thousand trial run made by Federal 
for “The Cast” about a year ago. 

The new brass is good, indeed darn 
good stuff. It is right on the match specs 
that Hugh Reed at Federal promised, and 
it is very easy to re-form from its basic 
30-30 configuration to whatever one 
might wish. 

There was a remarkable coincidence 
relative to the 6mm American ... there 
were four of us working on drawing up our 
own versions of the “6mm Wasp” . . . my- 
self, Jim Steki, Harold Broughton, and 
Jim Schultz. When we finally pooled our 
notes . . . all four of us had independently 
come up with a case that had its specs 
within one or two thousandths of the

drawings of the other three case design- 
ers in nearly all the important dimensions. 
It would seem that all four of us had mere- 
ly gone to the original Vernor Gipson 
drawing of the Wasp case. . .and then we 
made adjustments keyed to the actual di- 
mensions of the modern brass as sup- 
plied by Federal. Another very appealing 
factor that possibly a few shooters do not 
realize ... the rim outside diameter can 
(as we all know) be easily turned down to 
fit a .308 bolt face (.473-.475) ... but it 
also goes down to PPC bolt face dimen- 
sions (.442-.445) without touching the 
headstamp lettering. | find no extraction 
cut is necessary with either. 

In order to simplify the availability of a 
suitable shell holder for case reforming, 
and also for re-priming with such tools as 
the popular Lee auto-primer it is neces- 
sary to thin the rim thickness from the un- 
derside until a standard RCBS #3, or Lee 
#2 will just fit. After the rim o.d. has been 
reduced to either .308 or PPC bolt face di- 


ameter it works fine on both. 

To really make this an easy operation, 
Les Schimpf (of Deerfield Beach, Florida) 
bored out a “soft collet” (for the lathe col- 
let chuck) to hold the unformed case, and 
ground a “form tool” which will reduce the 
rim o.d., thin the rim, and bevel the outer 
corner of the rim with just two passes, 
and a “kiss”. 

Everybody that | know seems to be 
forming cases just a little bit differently 
than the next guy does it. Dave Tooley 
uses a .30 Herrett form die to locate the 
shoulder, then a shortened .25 Reming- 
ton die as an intermediate, and then either 
a polished out .219 Wasp die for the 6mm 
version, or a shortened Wasp die for the 
.22 version ... since the original Wasp 
has too much powder capacity. That orig- 
inal Wasp however is just about right for 
the 6mm, since it holds 1-142 grains more 
powder than the 6PPC. David Tooley lost 
just four cases (all to lube dent folds in the

shoulder) out of the first 100 .22 American 
cases that he formed from the new 
brass. 

Charles Lahay has a standard set of 
.219 Wasp form dies plus a custom 6mm 
American knock-out die, beautifully made 
by Kenny Jarrett, which serves well for 
both forming and full length sizing. The 
RCBS set is made up of three dies: a #1 
form die, a #2 form die (intermediate), and 
a .219 trim-form die. All three dies are 
hardened for use as hack-saw cutoff and 
file-trim dies. Charlie Snipe reports virtu- 
ally no case loss with these dies. 

| myself use a shortened cut-off .25 
Remington full length die lapped out to a 
neck diameter of about .308 as a #1 die; a 
shortened .25 Remington full length die 
as a #2 or intermediate die; and a .219 
Gipson Wasp full length die with the neck 
lapped out to about .260 for the 6mm 
American form die. | have another .219 
Gipson full length die, altered only by 
shortening, to form the .22 American ver- 
sion. The neck diameter was so large on 
these old configuration Wasps that not 
much lapping is needed to open them up. 
All these full length dies are currently 
available at reasonable prices from Holly- 
wood Gun Shop (7311 Radford Ave., No. 
Hollywood, Calif. 91605, [213] 


875-1131), and | believe, are still being 
made with Lyle Corcoran’s original tool- 
ing. 

Alan Hall, Dave Tooley, Charles Lahay 
and myself have all done some experi- 
menting with the .22 version, and our con- 
sensus opinion at this point in time on 
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bolt-face-to-shoulder body length is now 
1.150” length, as opposed to 1.315” on 
the original Wasp. The resulting powder 
capacity is comparable to the various ver- 
sions of the Waldog (a shortened .22 
PPC), and several of the .222x40, 
.223x35, and .23-40 varmint wildcats. 
Personally I’m not a hundred percent cer- 
tain that the .22 version is worth the work 
unless one is just plain hell-bent to own 
one of them ... especially when | note 
what Walt Berger and Red Cornelison are 
doing with their .222x40s and .23-40s. 

| myself do not have any interest or ex- 
perience in calibers larger than .243 on 
the new Federal made American cases. 
But | do know that various versions of im- 
proved .30-30s (such as_ Harold 
Broughton’s Aardvark) have shown quite 
a bit of promise at times. | would specu- 
late that straight bodied, sharp shoul- 
dered wildcats in .25, .27, 7mm, and .30 
calibers should do well, once that the 
proper body length for the respective 
bore size is determined, subject to the 
availability of good bullets, of course. Dr. 
Palmisano’s data from Pawlak Laborato- 
ry confirmed the ability of the small rifle 
primer to ignite up to an inch and three 
quarters of powder column, as long as 
one hada small flash hole to use. . . which 
of course was a major reason for our 
wanting that small flash hole from Feder- 
al. It would seem that all those powders 
currently favored by the benchrest shoot- 
ers ... RE7, 4198, 322, 335, 3031 and 
4895 could be expected to perform well 
with this case. 

As you may recall, my first chambering 
for the 6mm American pre-supposed the 
need for a greater capacity than the .219

Wasp, and soit was chambered for acase 
body length of 1.400”, which was .085” 
longer than the Wasp. With .243 bullets of 
62.5 - 67.5 - and 70 grains in weight, and 
IMR 4895 and T1322 powders we | 
chronographed bullets speeds that 
ranged from a low of 3475 to a tad over 
3800 f.p.s.; this caused a bit of eye- 
blinking, even allowing for the 24” barrel. 
We promptly shortened the case body 
length to a reduced figure . . . our various 
experimenters then began working in the 
1.285” - 1.315” range. These reduced 
lengths then gave us a muzzle velocity in 
the 3300-3375 f.p.s. range ... which 
brings to mind Mike Walker's 3300 f.p.s., 
Mach Ill postulate about bullets stabiliz- 
ing and “going to sleep” there. 

Of some interest too is the knowledge 
that Jim Schultz’s original chambering 
utilized a .270 neck, and he did not neck 
turn his cases. | subsequently learned 
from Ed Shilen that he had done the same 
thing with some 6PPC match rifles for 
shooters that were not set up to turn 
cases ... and those rifles were later re- 
ported as shooting very well. 

| found myself with a neck-shoulder 
crease in one of the first batch that | 
formed from the new brass. | did not neck 
turn this case, but rather | seated a .2433 
bullet into it. | miked the neck o.d. and got 
readings of .2696 to .2699 all the way 
around. Later, Dave Tooley, Jeff Sum- 
mers and | have ordered Henriksen ream- 
ers with the .268 necks. All the new brass 
that | have checked with my tubing mike 
has been very uniform in wall thickness, 
so a minimal amount of neck turning will 
be required to match the necks to the 
chambers. 

Finally, | urge you to keep in mind 
Young’s Law: All great discoveries are 
made by accident.

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Forming 
Snipe Brass 


by

(Editor’s introduction: | knew that 
Charles Lahay, of Fayette, Alabama had 
been working with a 6mm Wasp, which 
the editor had christened the “Snipe”, for 
a couple of years now. When the new 
American brass became available | wrote 
to “Charlie Snipe”, and asked him to de- 
scribe his case forming steps). 


Dear Dave 

| use a set of RCBS .219 Donaldson 
forming dies. There are three dies in the 
set, which is designed to work with .30-30 
brass as a starting point. The first die 
takes it down to .27 caliber, the next die to 
.25 Caliber, and finally to .224 caliber with 
the third die. | use a very light coat of Rig 
for a case lubricant during the forming op- 
erations. | use the second die, the .25 cali- 
ber die, for the cutting off excess length 
operation. The third die reduces the brass 
to .224 size. | then expand the case neck 
up to 6mm size with a Sinclair expanding 
tool. Then! cut to the exact desired length 
in a Forster tool. 

The next step is the flash hole. Until the 
advent of the American case, with its 
small flash hole | had been working with 
standard .30-30 cases ... large primer 
pockets and large flash holes. | have been 
placing the case in a collet, and using a 
#47 drill (.0785) to open the flash hole. 
Then an inside case flash hole reaming 
tool to clean up the rough edges on the in- 
side of the case as well as the outside. | 
then use a Whitetail Design primer pocket 
reamer to set a correct depth for all case 
primer pockets. 

Now, realize please that | use a PPC 
bolt face in my Snipe rifles. | have made a 
cutting tool to duplicate the rim thickness, 
extractor depth, and finally the width of 
the .220 Russian case head. | use a 
dummy case, and start off by placing that 
case in a simple tool that Allan Hall made 
for me; it is merely a piece of nylon rod 
drilled and slotted four ways. Set the cut- 
ting tool and lock it, then set the lathe to 
zero, and go ahead and cut uniform cases 
time after time. In my experience | have re- 
peatedly found that if the rim thickness is 
over .045, you can expect problems with 
your M-16 extractor failing to give reliable 
extracting. 

The next step is to turn the neck to the 
proper size for your rifle chamber. Noth- 
ing different here at all; | personally use a 
Hart neck turner, and a case holder that

Dave Tooley made for me. If you are 
working with a large primer basic case, 
then use a #12 button for your auto prim- 
er. With a small primer case use your PPC 
priming tool (that is if you reduce the rim to 
PPC width dimensions). (Editor: the more 
common method, which also is quite a bit 
more conservative in leaving more metal 
on the base of that cartridge is to use a 
.308 bolt face. This has been done for 
years, and I’ve never heard of anyone 
having problems with that practice. | pre- 
fer to be conservative, even stodgy, in 
such matters myself.) | have found it to be 
a good practice to anneal the case neck 
after the first fire forming. This may not be 
necessary with the new Federal cases; 
time will tell. 

Kenny Jarrett has made all my dies, siz- 
ing dies, resizing dies, and bullet seating 
dies. Kenny also has my Snipe chamber- 
ing reamers. The shooter who wants a 
6mm Wasp (Snipe to you, son) will find 
Kenny to be an excellent gunsmith, and he 
has had experience with the case. 

In closing, the Snipe and the American 
basic case from Federal open up all sorts 
of new horizons and possibilities for the 
wildcatter. Think of a longer Snipe case, 
driving heavier .25 or 7mm match bullets. 
The American case was brought into ex- 
istence for the wildcatter who was inter- 
ested in extreme accuracy. It is one of the 
very few times that an American factory 
has done something for the accuracy 
fans. It’s mere existence is quite an ac- 
complishment.

This case’ 
holder design is exactly the same as | 
have made and supplied for over 12 years 
(I would assume that mine is a bit easier to" 
make!). The one! make for holding 06 size 
case heads is reamed to approx. .473” 
dia. (with a spacer between the two 
halves) which is a close fit on the case 
head and not likely to mark or deform the 
case. All sizes of case holders are reamed 
to closely fit the family of cases for which 
intended. In the time that | have supplied 
several thousand of these | have yet to 
have a customer indicate that a holder did 
not continue to perform as intended. 

Am enclosing one of these (for 06 size) 
for your comparison with the ‘Lieb’ de- 
sign. Most shooters would likely prefer to 
purchase one of these at $8.00 plus ship- 
ping, rather than spend the time to make 
their own. (Also, | would not want your 
readers to think that the Marquart tool 
was the one that Mr. Lieb refers to as ‘one 
of the neck turners shown for sale in PS’ 
which requires a better case holder de- 
sign).

It was in November of 1986 that | had 
the idea in mind to try out the 6PPC seri- 
ously as an in-the-field varmint cartridge. 
We know that it shoots rings around any 
other cartridge as a benchrest cartridge; 
that point surely does not need proving, 
even to the most hard-headed admirer of 
some other cartridge case. 

| made the decision to start my research 
by studying the differences (if any) be- 
tween 68 grain flat base bullets and 68 
grain boat tail bullets in trajectory over the 
yardages that | intended to shoot wood- 
chucks at. | took a rifle left over from my 
BR days, and shortened a McMillan barrel 
to 2234” in the process of rechambering it 
to 6PPC. | would guess that this particular 
barrel has been fired somewhere between 
6000 and 8000 rounds; a spring chicken it 
ain’t. | fitted a CPS cone-faced PPC bolt in 
the Hart 1A action, which was glued into a 
McMillan fiberglass stock, with a Leupold 
36x scope mounted on top. The barrelis a 
fairly standard 1-14 twist, and the whole 
rig weighs somewhere in the 12 pound vi- 
cinity.

With this heavily used barrel | did not 
expect gilt edge accuracy, but this was to 
be a field varmint rig, and | was not greatly 
deterred. On the other hand, in the var- 
mint for score matches at our local winter 
league, | fired three straight 250 scores 
with this rifle, so things were not too bad 
off; the x-count averaged about 13x for 
each of these, as | recall. 

| set up targets at 300, 200 and 100 
yards. The load was 28.0 grains of H322, 
lot #52986, and 68 grain flat base bullets 
.2437 diameter at the pressure ring, as 
made by Bill Brawand of Wilcox, Pennsyl- 
vania, with Federal 205M primers. | was 
interested in experimenting with oversize 
bullets about this time primarily because 
of the worn barrel. | zeroed the gun to 
print at 6:00 o’clock in the ten ring at 300 
yards. It was bitter cold in the early morn- 
ing, not exactly woodchuck or bikini 
weather. After warming my numbed fin- 
gers, | got the test underway. | fired four 
shots on a clean target, with three out of 
the four right on the point of aim; this at 
300 yards. 

| then set the scope’s parallax for 200 
yards and aimed at the sighter target of 
the 200 yard target out at that distance. i 
fired two shots which printed about a half 
inch apart side to side in the no mans land 
between the record and sighter targets. 
Satisfied that the elevation was correct | 
now came back to 100 yards and reset the 
scope parallax for that distance. The two 
shots at 100 yards went into the same 
hole. The two shots were 4” high at 100 
yards, and 4%” at 200 yards, with point of 
aim dead on at 300 yards. The true mid-

range trajectory (highest point above line 
of sight) may have been slightly higher be- 
tween 100 and 200 yards, but | doubt if it 
was much higher. This same load had 
previously chronographed 3200 f.p.s. 
plus. If a woodchuck were sitting up you 
could aim at the center of the body and get 
ahit at any distance up to 300 yards if you 
are using a 300 yard zero. Obviously it 
would save guessing on how much to hold 
over on unknown distances in between. 

My friend Bert Rypkema has a couple of 
varmint rifles, and one of them is a .220 
Swift. We intend to repeat the test with 
his guns in the future for comparison with 
the PPC test. 

| now loaded up some 68 grain Euber 
bullets, boat tails to be exact, wanting 
their figures to lay alongside the flat base 
tests. Euber bullets have won many top 
level matches, in both flat base and boat 
tail configurations. However in this worn 
barrel | encountered results with boat tail 
bullets that | have been unable to dupli- 
cate since. | have always experienced 
some tipping of boat tail bullets of all 
makes at the longer ranges, even when 
the accuracy was good. I’m sending along 
a 300 yard target with three shot groups 
of five different brands of boat tails shot 
on it, and they all show some signs of tip- 
ping (points off center in the bullet hole). 
For some reason | have never had flat 
base bullets do this in my guns. 

On this occasion however the shots 
went completely haywire with the boat 
tails. 

| started testing at 100 yards, because

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sumably landed somewhere in New Jer- 
sey, but it’s a decent sized state. One was 
in the aiming square, one was near the 
lower border of the target, and the other 
shot was an inch below the edge of the 
target paper. That was a nifty ten and a 
half inch group for the three found shots. 
The bullets nearly keyholed. The holes 
were about two bullet widths oval 
shaped. 

| reloaded some Bill Brawand .2437 di- 
ameter flat base bullets, while thinking to 
myself that it was pretty darn obvious that 
either the scope had gone south on me, or 
the barrel had suddenly given up the 
ghost all at once. | shot two groups at 300 
yards with Brawand bullets . . . one mea- 
sured .938, and the other measured 
1.029. Entirely acceptable groups. This 
was immediately after the boat tails went 
all over New Jersey in my testing. 

| have repeated this test a couple of 
times since, with the same cases, rifle, 
and boat tail bullets. Accuracy was ac- 
ceptable for this barrel (with due regard 
for its age), and no wild shots. 

Club member George Ulrich had been 
using another brand of boat tails in his 
6PPC, and they had been shooting well 
for him. In February of this year | was 
shooting in a varmint for score match at 
Englishtown, and George was there as 
well. He couldn’t even establish a worth- 
while zero on his warmup target that day. 
The bullets were tipping suddenly, with a 
total loss of accuracy. He switched to flat 
base bullets for his record targets, and 
the gun shot normal again. 

Several years ago my brother Joe shot 
in aregistered match in Pennsylvania with 
a good shooting heavy varmint rifle. At 
the end of the match he had a goodly num- 
ber of loaded rounds still left, all with boat 
tail bullets loaded. He shot quite respect- 
ably in this particular match. Joe went to 
the Englishtown range on Saturday of the 
next week ... and 19 out of 20 bullets 
keyholed on his target. At the Pennsylva- 


nia match the previous week there had 
been no sign of keyholing. So why the 
sudden development of the problem? 
Next he tried some oversize bullets from 
Larry Earp in the same gun, and the gun 
shot really good. When he subsequently 
loaded up some boat tail bullets, he got 
keyholing again. His barrel was well worn, 
as was mine, but at least in my case | did 
not have any keyholing. 

| do not mean to downgrade boat tail 
bullets, regardless of who makes them. 
Doc Maretzo and Seely Masker have 
beaten me with boat tail bullets too many 
times for me to do that. In times past | 
have done quite well with them myself. 
With a good barrel and with a proper case 
neck thickness for a close tolerance fit in 
the neck area of the chamber it would cer- 
tainly seem that the bullet would get a 
straight start to enter the rifling without 
tipping. 

My case necks are thinner, and when 
the bullet enters a throat that is eroded, 
the bullet can tip before it enters the ri- 
fling. What goes in crooked may very well 
come out crooked. 

| enjoyed reading Merrill Martin's article 
on cast bullets in the December issue. 
Many of his findings can be applied to 
jacketed bullets as well. In my tests in re- 
covering fired bullets | also found evi- 
dence of gas leakage past a fired bullet 
and also rifling groove marks more in- 
tense on one side of the bullet than on the 
other side. | also found that higher pres- 
sures in the hotter loads will expand a bul- 
let in the barrel more, creating more area 
of the bullet to come in contact with the 
lands and grooves of the barrel. | also 
found jackets that turned blue from heat 
in the groove area cut into the bullet either 
from gas leakage or more friction in the 
hotter loads. | temporarily shelved the 
project until | can devise a better system 
of recovering the fired bullets intact with 
no damage on full throttle loads.

Dear Dave: 

This exercise in the sawdust with the 
.375 W was to verify wad and no wad ef- 
fect on controlling gas cutting and nose 
upset. Also to see what difference tight 
and loose necks made with lead bullets 
and wads. 

The photos tell the story. 

We couldn't believe our eyes on recov- 
ering bullet #8, let’s ask around and see 
who can help us figure out what hap- 
pened. Did it stretch apart in the rifle or 
sawdust? Where did the pulling force 
come from? The nose has no abrasion 
marks on it. The base did get banged up a 
lot hitting the side of the sawdust box. We 
do ricochet one off the inside of the box 
once in a while, but they have entirely dif- 
ferent abrasion marks then this. What 
makes bullet #8 so different is the rifling 
marks present in the center before it was 
stretched! 

Could the stvrofoam wad under the bul- 
let have been a factor? It didn’t bother the 
others tested. 

| marked each bullet photo with it’s indi- 
cated run out before and after firing being 
recovered from the sawdust. It’s rather 
amazing how true they are considering 
how soft the metal was, from 9.6 to 11 
BHN. 

The darker bullets were tumbled in my 
Moly and wax. I guess I'll have to write the 
full story on that moly bit. The wads and 
moly are closely related. Just after War Il 
and DCM in rifles and matches, we were 
playing with lead bullets plus high velocity 
loads for the '06 and had read every book 
we could get our hands on. Some book 
suggested IPCO grease wads. It seems 
IPCO goes back to the early ’30’s and was 
used in the 220 swift to reduce fouling and 
wear. 

Those little IPCO sheets of dark wax 
were cookie cut into the case mouth and 
the bullet seated over it, being careful not 
to push the wad past the neck into the 
body onto the powder. They did work.

| kept track of my scores in competition 
and we always did better when using the 
IPCO wads on flat base bullets, especially 
the .30 CAL 125 gr Sierra. The groups 
were consistently reduced 25% or better 
out to 300 yds and the rifle bore easier to 
clean. 

Years later when getting into hunter 
bench (Local Style) the 168 gr Sierras 
with their BT eliminated any chance of 
using the IPCO wads. | needed to do 
something as the bore fouling was awful 
and getting to me. Talking to our local 
Guru, Harvey Miller, about fouling, he 
mentioned something about tumbling the 
jackets with steel shot to work harden the 
surface, just an idea he said. If he only 
knew the trouble that comment led to 
(price of progress?). Through the ma- 
chine shop, steel shot of all sizes were 
gathered plus a small tumbler. Didn't 
work too good. Then we started adding 
stuff, anything. And over the years we 
had gathered lots of assorted stuff. Basic 
result was we had rediscovered an old 
discipline of plating, called impact plating. 
Sort of like hammering a substance into

the surface of any larger object and hav- 
ing it adhere like it was part of the original. 

We had been using Moly (molybdenum 
disulfide) in one form or another in the 
shop for over 30 years, so had it available 
to play with in the tumbler. Yep, the steel 
shot hammered the moly into the surface 
of the jacketed bullets very nicely. Bullets 
recovered from the sawdust still were 
coated (plated) with the Moly. Some bul- 
lets tumbled rather rough, so we added 
some corn cobb grit to smooth the sur- 
face. Too much cobb cancels the plating. 
Tried a second step by tumbling in a mix- 
ture of steel shot and powdered carnuba 
wax plus alittle corn cobb again. This sec- 
ond step added a nice polish to the bul- 
lets, especially the lead bullets. 

Results: Jacket bullet groups never got 
worse, but some groups were smaller and 
definitely more shots before cleaning. 
Lead bullets: higher velocity before lead- 
ing, plus smaller groups almost without 
exception, even though the lead bullets 
end up with hammered finish and corners 
rounded. 

Going over my rifles with my new “bore 
scope” showed less wear in those using 
tumble-coated jacketed bullets and a 
super polish in those shooting lead bullets 
that had been moly tumbled. In fact my 30 
Cal hunter rifles that have only shot jack- 
eted tumbled bullets show no erosion or 
checkering at all after a few thousand 
rounds. 

Moly scares me, because it is both a 
solid lube and can be an abrasive. A major 
oil company and a very large bearing com- 
pany were both unaware of this. It cost us 
over a half million dollars finding out the 
hard way after destroying over a hundred 
4” bore 8” diameter ball bearing assem- 
blies supporting the main shafts of the 
machines we produce. You can slide 
things on moly, but shouldn’t press down 
and roll on it. The oil company sold us 
moly grease for our ball bearings. Could-

n't collect a penny from either. They re- 
wrote their instructions, so did we. For 
proof, we made a test stand for running 
the 4” shaft ball bearings under load and 
could start failure after 100 hours with 
moly in the grease. The ball track looked 
like it was sand blasted.

Why do | mention all of this? Because 
the opposite effect | am getting from moly 
on bullets where by the pressure and fric- 
tion from the sliding bullet is being re- 
duced. Of course it is sliding! 

Regular and ordinary metal fatigue 
from pressure under normal wear and 
final Moly damage of ball and roller bear- 
ings looks just like the “bore scope” views 
and photos of my 30’06 worn out match 
barrels. The same checkered cracked 
surface caused from repeated flexing 
from pressure, not high heat and gas as 
we have all been lead to believe. The gas 
erosion was very evident, but the major 
damage in the rifle barrels was the check- 
ering. 

Apparently the Moly coated bullets re- 
duced the pressure and friction against 
the steel sidewalls of my newer barrels 
used only with those bullets as they show 
no evidence of the checkering developing.

In .308 W, 40 gr, 4895 and 168 gr bullets 
are not exactly low pressure. All my earli- 
er rifles fired with “Bare” bullets are 
checkered, some real bad. The base of 
the bullet is exposed for a much larger 
time period to the gas pressure and heat 
then a single area in the barrel, yet that 
heat is not enough to burn paper or melt 
plastic. The side pressure from upset is 
about equal to the chamber pressure be- 
cause of the soft cores used in most jack- 
eted bullets. The metal in that barrel must 
be doing lots of flexing and moving 
around. 

Originally | started coating bullets to re- 
duce fouling, now maybe we've discov- 
ered the real benefit from the use of moly 
on bullets, barrel wear reduction!

We all remember our first meeting with 
a person who later becomes a significant 
influence in our lives. 

| will always remember the first time | 
met Floyd Butler, the renowned gunsmith 
from Raceville, N.Y. A double barreled 
shotgun had come into my hands through 
a trade, mainly because the former owner 
had damaged it in some way, and one trig- 
ger would not function. Never having had 
any experience in gun repair, | asked 
around to find someone who could fix it 
for me. Anyone that | asked told me “take 
it to Floyd Butler.” 

Eventually, | made my way to his shop 
— down through the trap door in the barn 
floor, and into his cozy little work area. 
Sitting on a piano stool was the classical 
prototype of the backwoods gunsmith. 
His workbench had been made from the 
base of an old piano, he was knee deep in 
wood shavings from the gunstock he was 
shaping, and in the background could be 
heard the strains of classical music play- 
ing on his radio. 

Floyd was wearing overalls, with his big 
apron covering his lap. His glasses were 
perched on his forehead, which was rath- 
er high even then. Through the years | 
have seen these glasses go up and down 
many times when Floyd would get into a 
discussion about the merits of a certain 
gun with someone who was trying to im- 
press him with their knowledge. Without a 
word, how he could get his point across to 
anyone watching him, without tipping off 
the braggart. Down would come the 
glasses for a look, then back up again. 
How much could be conveyed by this sim- 
ple move! 

With a grin that could warm up the 
whole out-of-doors, he asked what kind 
of a problem | was bringing to him. | later 
learned that he had a soft spot in his heart 
for double barrel shotguns. | explained 
that one trigger didn’t work, and asked if 
he thought he might be able to fix it for me. 

“| KNOW I can fix it!” he replied. With 
that he proceeded to strip it apart in a 
flash. He said, “All| have to dois hit it right 
here — THAT HARD — and there you 
are.” With that, he started putting it back 
together again. He handed the gun back 
to me, and waited for my predictable reac- 
tion. | didn’t disappoint him — | had to ask 
him if he was SURE it was fixed. He 
laughed, and told me to try it. Sure 
enough, it worked. 

When | inquired how much | owed for 
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the job, he replied, “A dollar for fixing it, 
and a dollar for knowing how!” Right off, | 
knew that | was going to see a lot more of 
Floyd Butler. 

Many an hour | have spent with him as 
he recounted stories of his trips to see 
some of the legendary characters of his 
early days. How | wished that these were 
on tapes so that others could enjoy them 
as | have. On my last visit, he told me that 
he has been making recordings, and 
hopefully these glimpses back into histo- 
ry will be made public some day. 

Being an inquisitive soul, | have prod- 
ded Floyd to tell me how he got started in 
the gun repair business. He told me that 
he was born in Raceville in 1897, and lived 
there all his life. His father was a farmer, 
and his younger days were similar to 
those of most any farm youth — with one 
notable exception. He always had a great 
love of good music, and by the age of fif-

teen, was finding time to practice the vio- 
lin up to four hours a day.

Many of 
his first acquisitions were “give-aways” 
from friends and neighbors, junkers good 
only for parts, or, “What’s the price for 
fence posts,” class of guns. With his in- 
nate ability to fix most anything, he would 
tinker with these to make them work.

field 30-06. He told me, “I had no books to 
tell me how to do it, and it sure was hard 
work — and | did everything wrong.” But 
in the end, he turned out the first of along 
line of “Butler guns.” This was the start of 
fifty years of doing gun work on a paying 
basis. 

He also had an interest in auto mechan- 
ics, but “couldn’t stand the smells.” He 
also dabbled in the furniture repair busi- 
ness. This led to a mishap that has both- 
ered him to this day. In 1947, he was poi- 
soned by carbon tetrachloride fumes that 
he inhaled as he was cleaning up some 
furniture. He was laid up for a full year. His 
travelling was restricted from them on, 
and music lessons became secondary to 
his gun repairs. 

Music has always been important to 
him. He played violin in the local church 
more than sixty years. His wife of sixty 
two years played the organ, and Butler 
offspring filled the choir loft. His music 
carried over into his gunstock making, 
also, as his trademark was the “fiddle 
curl” at the front of the cheekpiece. These 
are treasured by all who own a genuine 
“Butler gun”. 
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Another interesting facet in Floyd 
Butler’s life, is his dedication to increasing 
the stand of black walnut trees in this 
area. He explained that we are on the 
fringe of suitable habitat for this tree. Un- 
less they are started by human hands, 
there is practically no chance of it propa- 
gating itself. He has planted literally thou- 
sands of nuts, and given the started 
plants to anyone who would transplant 
them. 

To obtain suitable wood for his gun- 
stocks, he would search out black walnut 
trees to be taken down. In order to be sure 
that the logs were sawed as he wanted, 
he would supervise the entire job. Start- 
ing with the cutting of the tree, he would 
follow it through the mill, telling the saw- 
yer how to get the best blanks form the 
logs. 

When | asked Floyd how many guns 
had he built in the last fifty years, he 
laughed and told me, “I really don’t know 
— but it must be in the thousand range. | 
used to work from an hour before break- 
fast until after dark, making them just as 
the customer wanted them — one at a 
time.” This has been the way Floyd Butler 
lived his life — just as the customer want- 
ed, and one at a time. When you were with 
him, YOU were the most important thing 
that had happened to him that day. 

When | saw my first Butler rifle, | knew 
that | had to own one, no matter the cost. 
Soon | was the owner of two of the most 
beautiful Winchester Lo-wall rifles any- 
one ever saw, both in 218 Bee caliber, an- 
other favorite of his. The reason that 
there were two, is that Floyd never did 
catch up with the times, and never knew 
that most people would gladly pay double 
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what he charged for any of his work. He 
priced everything he did according to 
what satisfied him, not what the going 
price might be. How we miss him now that 
failing eyesight has caused his retire- 
ment. 

Floyd told me that he never advertised 
in all his years in business, that he always 
had more work than he could ever finish. 
One of his biggest boosters was the late 
Ned Roberts, a highly respected author 
and experimenter of a bygone era. He 
was constantly praising Floyd’s work in 
his writings. This led to building and ship- 
ping custom rifles to “48 of the 50 states, 
but | can’t remember the two | missed.” 

Most of his guns were built on the Win- 
chester single shot actions, but the 
Springfield and Mauser actions also 
served as a base for his custom work. 

Ned Roberts was a perennial visitor in 
the Butler home. Every year he would plan 
at least two weeks time to be spent hunt- 
ing woodchucks or just plain target shoot- 
ing in the foothills of the Adirondacks. Ac- 
cording to Floyd, “Ned Roberts just lived 
to hunt woodchucks.” 

Another visitor that | have met on a cou- 
ple of occasions is Ken Waters, well 
known authority on the old or obsolete 
guns and cartridges. He also plans his 
schedule to spend time with the Butler’s, 
to just unwind in a relaxed rural setting, 
away from the pressures of deadlines for 
writing his many articles for the leading 
gun magazines. 

Though he has rubbed elbows with the 
great and the near great, Floyd Butler re- 
mains the humblest of men. He is another 
artist who may not be fully appreciated in 
his lifetime. He has never been the type 
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who had to be in the limelight, rather he 
would sit in the shadows, working at the 
things which meant more to him. | have no 
idea how many of his music students went 
on to great heights in their field, but the 
numbers are countless who have shared 
his love for good music, and who have 
lived a more well rounded life for knowing 
him. 

In the same sense, to appreciate the 
value placed on his other works of art, his 
custom rifles, try to pry one away from 
one of his customers. | have a friend in 
Texas who has advertised for over a year 
in national magazines trying to buy an 
original Butler single shot rifle, without 
success. No way would | sell him one of 
mine.
